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THE NATIONAL ASSOCIATION FOR THE ADVANCE-SIT OF COLOP.EP PEOPIE j 

According to a newspaper clipping from the Washington v ^ 
Star dated February 23, 1934, the National Association for the \; 
Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) was organized following the ^ 
race riot of 1908. at Springfield, Illinois. VilLLlALI jflCGU!SH|liAIiIKG- 
suggested an organization for the protection of the colored race. 
A call was se^rt out by 03". AID GAEHISO^VILLAF*D. Among those respond- 
ing were JAN3T*ftDDAMS, tlLUM"D^fdI>C JGHIvJEEEY, Rabbi STtlPMEN 
^VISE, and SPCVEL BXUES. ~ 

On Lincoln's birthday, J-909, a Committee of Forty was 
formed for carrying out the purposes of the organization. In 1934 \ 
the NAACP had three hundred seventy -five branches and a membership \ 
of about eighty thousand. In 1911 the KAACP declared through its 
organ, the "Crisis" that it is an organization of persons who believ* 
that the present prejudice against colored r^ces and particularly 
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the denial of rights and opportunities to millions of Americans 
of negro descent is not only unjust and a menace to our free in- 
stitution but also is a direct hindrance to world peace and the 
realization of human brotherhood. 

At this time its methods of accomplishing its purposes 
were stated as: : 

1. A lecture bureau. 

2. A bureau of legal assistance. 

3. A bureau of information. 

4. A bureau of publicity and research. 

In the second annual report of the KAACP dated January 
1, 1912, which is on file in the Library of Congress, its purposes 
were stated as follows: 

"The XAACP seeks to uplift the colored man and woman of 
this country by securing to them the full enjoyr.:ent of their rights 
as citizens. Justice in all courts and equality of opportunity 
everywhere. It favors and aims to aid every kind of education 
a'long them save thit v.hich teaches special privilege or prerogative 
class or caste. It recognizes the national character of the 
ne^ro problem and no sectionalism. It believes in the upholding 
°^ ^^ e . Constitution of the United States and its administration 
in' the spirit of AB::aKA:.; UTOPIA' . It upholds the doctrine of 'all 
men up and no man aown.' It abhors negro crime but still more the 
conditions which breed crime and ..iost of all the crimes committed 
in the mockery of the law. It believes that the scientific truths 
of the negro problem must be available before the country can see 
its way clear to righting existing wrongs. It has no other belief 
than the best way to uplift the colored man is the best way to 
aid the white man to pe£ce and social content; it has no other 
desire than exact justice, and no other motive than humanity." 

Today the KAACP states that full citizenship rights for 
the negro is the rock upon which it is established. It claims 
to be an international organization, membership in viiich is open 
to all who believe in equality of mankind. The association has 
350 branches and 122 college and youth groups in 44 states. The 
national headquarters is at 69 5th Avenue, New York City. 
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The NAACF today states its aims: 

1. The end of lynching 

2. The ending of disfranchisement 

3. The abolition of injustice in legal procedure based solely upo 
color or race. 

4. Equitable distribution of funds for public education. 

5. Abolition of segregation and discrimination, insula and .'_r. 
huniliation based upon race or color. 

6. Eouality of opportunity to work in all fields with equal pay 
for equal work. 

7. Abolition of discri-nination against negroes in the right of 
collective bargaining through membership in organised labor 
unions. 

8. The ending of peonage and the debt slavery of southern share- 
croppers and tenant farmers. 

9. Abolition of segregation in the Aim:' and Navy. (Tt^sii-b^ 
rwtcd--fertiit..i!,xis l^^^M^m^'^^j^^-rmiT''^^^ appeared 
as «WoT" the s'tatetr ends the WAACP".) 

According to its ov.n state.-r.ent the principal achieve- 
ments of the NAACF have been: ^. 

"1. A continuous war on lynching by writing, lecturing, mass demon- \ 
strations ana the fights for the passage of theTDyer anti -lynching 
bill in 1922 and theTostigan-V/agner anti-lynchihgT'ill"ih^I934 | 
and 1935. The ca: ,paign~Ted by the NAACP resulted in the passage | 
of the^Gavagan anti-lynching bill in the House on April lj, 1937, 
by a vote' of 277-119.'" The bill v.^s talc en up November 15, 1937, at ; 
the special session and debated for six days, when it was displaced \ 
by the farm bill. By agreement, it cane up for debate January 6, 
1938, and fron that date to February 21, southern senators engineered, 1 
a lengthy filibuster which resulted in the bill's being laid aside, i 
The filibuster cost American taxpayers $460,000. The bill was j / 

reintroduced in the 76th Congress in January, 1939, being sponsored M, 
in the House by Representative J03SFH A. GAVAGAIJ, and in the Senate 
by Senators ROBIUt'f. Y.AGNEFt, FESDErJCK VAN NUYS and ARTHUR CAPFES. j 

2. The wAAJF lias won twelve out of thirteen cases before the highest; 
court of the land. It has won the following U.S. supreme court ^ ! 
decisions aiding colored people; Grandfather Clause oisf ranchising f 
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Negroes declared unconsti tutional in 1915; Louisville Resident! 
Segregation ordinanace held unconstitutional in 1917: Arkansas 
sharecropper riot victims freed (12 from death, 6? from long term 
and life imprisonment) when trial in .nob -dominated court was held 
not due process of law in 1923; Texas white primary lan barring Negroefe 
by statute from Democratic primaries held unconstitutional in 1927; 
New Orleans segregation lav. held unconstitutional in 1927; Te^s 
white primary Isttj (second case) barring Negroes by enabling act from 
Democratic primaries held unconstitutional in 1932. These memorable 
victories were achieved at the remarkably low cost of £31»193-92, 
largely due to generosity of members of the national legal staff and 
other lawyers tfio contributed their services. 

In the JESS HOLLINS case arising in Oklahoma, which was 
won by the association before ^he U. S. supreme court in 1935* the 
opinion or the court in the Scottsboro cases was sustained: That 
KQT.LTno had been convicted by a jury from which Negroes had been 
systematically excluded. A similar decision was obtained in 1937 
when a new trial was secured for JOSV'ALE, convicted by an all-white 
jury in McCracken County, Kentucky/*"*^ 

On December 12, 193S, the supre-.e court ruiea in the c^se 
of GA'L.'z.z vs. Univcrsitvof ..issouri that the University of ._issouri 
must either admit LLOYD OAIiES, a Negro student, to its law school, 
or the state of Missouri must provide equal accommodations for the 
training of Negro graduate and professional students. The court 
held that out-of-state scholarships did not answer the constitutional 
requirement Of equal rirhts and that states must provide equal train- 
ing within their borders. 

In 1937/^ne -association secured a re-trial ar a result 
of the United Stattfs\ supreme court decision in the case of ill/'BHOKi,* 
HKMRY ^piXfcLDS and TfASCK JELLUJGTON, Negro sharecroppers Wio were con- 
victed of murder by the supreme court of Mississippi in the death. -'_ 
of RAX:OM)|ST^VART, April 4, 1934. The United States supreme court 
decision was based on the fact that the only evidence against these ' 
three men was procured throuf^i coercion and brutality. The court 
held unanimously "The rack and torture chamber may not be substituted, 
for the witness chair.* 1 

The latest victory was won on May 22, 1939 when the United 
States supreme court ruled in the case of LAME vs. Y.'ILSOk* that the 
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0-J.aho.v.a registration lav discrli.dnating a^r-inst Ke^roes was invalid 
lir. Justioe?xu& T KF r JF/i'rR, speaking lor the court about the Fifteenth 
Amendment stated: ! The amendment nullifies sophisticated as well as 
simple-minded nodes .of discrimination. * 

3. It was the first national organization to raise the question 
of the right of Negroes to sit cn juries in the Arkansas sharecropper 
case, 1919-1923. 

4. With a group of other national organizations, the NAACP is a 
member of the joint national iScottsboro Defense Committee which is 
carrying on the light to free the world's most famous defendants. 

5. It launched and has continued the fight to abolish the system 
of lily-white Democratic primaries in the South. The association 
believes that free and independent use of the ballot is the right 
of every citizen in America. 

6. In 1932 it tvdce investigated slave labor conditions on the 
Mississippi levees and won increases of £100,000 weekly for 25,000 
Negro workers, shorter hours and better conditions. Similar efforts 

were :;^de in connection with other great public v;orks such is Boulder' 
Dam and TVA. TVA v:as investigated in 1938 and the evicence of dis- ■ 
criiiination against Negroes was presented to tne joint co:x/ittee 

of the U. S. Congress investigating TVA. :

7. It has everywhere fought school segregation and discrimination | 
in the allotment of educational monies to Negro schools, .Lawyers j 
for the association secured a ruling by the Maryland court of Appeals; 
in January, 1936, which opened the doors of the University of Uary- j 
land law school to Negro students. This fight is being continued , 
in Karyiand where the third Negro was actaitted in 1939. Similar cases 
are to be filed in Tennessee and Missouri. j 

The campaign to equalize the salaries of Negro and white j 
teachers has spread to Maryland, Virginia, Florida, Alabama and 1 
Kentucky. As the result of two court cases, salaries have been 
equalized in nine out of twenty-three counties in Maryland, which 
means an additional £100,000 a year on the pay checks of Maryland 
school teachers. One additio:ial case is pending in the Circuit Curt 
of Prince George's County, Maryland, and another in the federal 
court in ll:-ryland. 
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8. Under the New Deal it fought at great expense all sorts of 
discriadnati on against Negro workers and persons on relief under 
the NRA, FWA, WA, etc. 



9. It has fought discrimination against Negroes in both federal 
and st^te civil service and is continuing its fight against clscrinj- 
inrrtion in organized labor." 

According to information received from the local branch 
of the NAACP at 1011 U Street, N.W. , by reporting agent under suit- 
able pretext, the vcrious local branches of the organization operate 
in the following way: 

When trouble is spotted or information sought, the local 
office is notified. The trouble-spotter or information-seeker repor 
to a full time clerk. By a regular system the secretary of the 
branch refers the matt3r to an appropriate ccunittee — Legal, Labor, 
Education, or Youth. The Press Cunrcittee sees that the reading pub- 
lic is aroused; the Kntertainment Committee provides fund raising 
and continual activities. The works of the branch are dove-tailed 
by a very alert Executive Comnittee fully representative of the 
groups which pa;/ for the br-.inch's operations. 
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So it would appear that the KAACP is divided itself be- 
tween the conservative approach to the negro program as ad\anced 
by BO?KER T. V.SHINGTON , and the more radical program advocated 
by K. £. 3. DUBOIS.

ARTICLE H. 
OFFICERS 

Section 1 The officers of the Branch shall be a President, 

Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer; also, 
Officers .at the option of the Branch, additional Vice- 
Presidents and an Assistant Secretary. The offi- 
cers shall be elected as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2 The duties of the President shall bei

ARTICLE III. 



COMMITTEES 



Section 1 



The Executive Committee shall have general con- 
trol of the affairs of the Eranch, subject to the 
authority of the Branch and to the provisions of 
Executive this Constitution, It shall consist of the Prosi- 
Committee dent. First Vice-President , Secretary, Treasurer, 
the chairmen of the standing committees of the 
Branch, the President of the Yout:n Council, the 
President cf each College Chapter "in the same 
coirmrunity, the Senior Branch Advisor in tfre Youth Counrtl, the 
Senior Branch Adviser of the Junior Youth Council, and such other 
members to "be elected at the~annual~meeting of the Branch 
the Branch by by-law may decide: Provided, that the total member- 
ship of the Executive Committee shall not exceed twenty-five, 
except by written authorization of the Board of Directors of 
the Association. 

The Executive Comrittee shall render a report 
to the Branch at the regular meetings of the Br^ ch and when- 
ever otherwise required by the Branch, 

The further duties and powers of the Executive 
Committee shall bet 

(a) At its first meeting following the annual meeting of 
the Branch, to appoint the standing committees. 

(b) To appoint special conraitteo'S from time to time. 

(c) To fill all vacancies in Branch offices or on 
committees for the unexpired term. 

The quorum of the Executive Committee shall be 
determined by the Branch but shall not be less than one-third 
of its total membership. 

Section 2 The standing committees of the Branch shall be 

the Committee on Membership, Finance, Press 
Standing and Publicity, Legal Redress and Legislation,

He 
reports that the '-Fire in the Flint* by WALTER WITE and 'Bursting 
Bonds' ana 'The Vengeance cf the Gods' by Mr. PICKENS himself are 
to be translated into Russian and perhaps put on the stage as well

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one HUGH BRADLEY. The articlTKs an extract from the 
report on Nogro Work delivered at a National Conferonco 
of the CP. 

ELIZABETH GUPLEY FLYNN, testifying in the case 
"U.S. vs. ELIZABETH G1TRIEY FLYNN, et al", on October 
20, 1952, stated that "Political Affairs" has been 
the theoretical organ of the CP since the publication's 
beginning in 19lj-5« 

The article pays tribute to the NAACP as the 
most important Negro organization dedicated to the 
fight for Negro equality. 

In the past, states tho article, the NAACP has 
witnessed a consistent and steady growth in the influence) 
not only among the Nogro people, but in the labor movement 
and amona; other progressive strata of Americans, It is 
increasingly becoming a coordinating center for all 
major organizations among the Negro people and tho pivot 
for the furtherance, of the Negro- T .abor Alliance. The 
NAACP has over 200,000 member 3, reflecting all classes 
among Negroes and representing tho struggle towards 
unity of the Negro people. At tho samo time, it 
typifies the continued dominance of Negro life by tho 
Nogro potty bourgoisio. 

According to the articlo, those factors were 
strongly revealed at tho l±kth National Convention of tho 
NAACP hold in St. Louis, Missouri, in Juno of 1953. 
The convention was hold against the background of a 
new political situation in tho country, following 
closely upon tho advont of tho Eisenhower Administration. 
It convenod at a time when the hope for peace was 
rising In the hearts of humanity everywhere, but when, 
at the same time, the pror-Faucist offonsive of the 
Mc Carthyito3 had alroady marked menacing proportions, 
and when the reign of terror against the Negro people 
continued unabatod. Manifestly, the Negro people wore 
looking to this convention for clear 1 leadership on tho 
vital issues facing them, and expected a call for unltod 
and militant action In their behalf. 
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The convention lived up to this expectation 
by adopting a general progressive program on such 
questions as compulsory FEPC, housing, and an ond to 
Jim Crow in oducation and in the railroad industry. 
Tno delegates associated themselves with the growing 
movement against Mc Carthyism, calling an ond to tho 
book-burning, taking a forthright stand in dofenso of 
academic freedom, and demanding a revision of tho 
Mc Carrr.n - Walter Immigration Act, as woll a 3 revision 
of tho Loyalty Program. A positive st^nd was taken 
in defense of the labor movement; there wos r. call for 
Labor-Negro collaboration and tho branches and their 
members were urged to work with the unions in their 
community. 

In arguing persuasively for greater Negro- 
Labor cooperation, a resolution was adopted at the 
convention which pointed out: 

"Organized labor is an important pion'^r 
center in American life today. Tho support and coopera- 
tion of the American Labor Movement for the Civil Rights 
Program of the N..ACP is extremely important and in 
certain situations perhaps even decisive. Wo urge- our 
branches and state conferences whenever possible to 
seek the support of responsible trade unions for measures 
that we frvor and in turn give our support to such 
measures supported by organized labor as arc consistent 
with ouy policy and program," 

The program on Foreign Policy adopted by the 
convention also showed an advance. While still wook 
in several respects, it represents an important departure 
from that of the !-|-3rd Convention, In contrast to tho 
almost 100% endorsement of tho Truman Foreign Policy a 
year ago, this convention refused to givo such blankot 
support to tho Dulles-Eisenhowor conduct of foreign affairs. 

Tho l\l\.th Convention urged the planning and 
execution of a Civil Rights mobilization in Washington, B.C., 
end voted to wolcome "in the mobilization, tho cooperation 
and support of bona fido organizations genuinely at one 
with us on our stated objective". 



c 
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another important feature was the militant 
participation of the youth and the overwhelming support 
given to the Youth Program by the adult delegates. 
The convention launched a program to rid America of 
Jiui Crow and to win the total integration of Negroos by 
1^63 1 the 100th anniversary of the issuance of the 
Emancipation Proclamation. 

The article revealed thn t there were serious 
wenknecses which evolved from the lj.lj.th Convention 
deliberations. Certnin negative and harmful resolutions 
were adopted which run counter to the progressive and 
positive ones, and which can only be harmful to the 
Negro movement. 

The article criticized the closing address to 
the Convention delivered by Mr. WALTER WHITE, Executive 
Secretary of the Na^CP. The address was characterized 
throughout by a fawning attitude which called for 
complete confidence in and support for the Eisenhower 
Administration, an administration whose polloioe aro 
generating further anti Negro measures in the country. 
WHITE stated that EfSENHOWER is an unwilling prisoner 
of his own cabinet, his party end Congress, and, if the 
President has failed to do more on the Negro question, 
it is becRuae he "has been so absorbed with war and 
foreign problems 

In addition to surrendering to the Eisenhower 
Administration on the Negro question, WALTER WHITE'S 
address included an orgy of Red-baiting and anti-CJommunist 
slander that is rare even for these times. According to 
the nuthor, WHITE falsely proclaimed that war and 
Communism are the two factors which plague the modorn 
world. WHITE stated, "v„"c don't want the Communists 
running our affairs." 

In addition, the article depicted that at no 
time did the convention approve* of Mr. WHITE'S pro- 
Eisenhower speech, and it was the opinion of many 
observers that a majority of the delegates were definitely 
opposed to the Eisenhower Administration. The address by 
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WHITE wa3 additionally characterized as "the nr. J or 
weakness and most negative feature of tho l|i|.th Convention 
of the NAACP". Tho capitulation by the top loaders ip 
to the Elsenhower Administration and the orgy of Red- 
baiting never before was equalled in any Negro gathering. 

The author furnishes an explanation for the 
inconsistent and contradictory policy adopted by the 
convention - a policy vhich C0II3 at the same time 
for struggle and surrender, for anti-Mc Carthyism 
and Red-baiting, for support to the National Independence 
Movement of Africans and Condemnation of Mau Mau "Violonco 
The answer is found in the composition of the convention 
and its leadership, made up of the Negro middle class 
and petty bourgoisio. 

The article conoludes by stating that the Negro 
workers in the main were absent; progressives and 
Comr-iunists, in the main, were absent. Therefore, the 
reformist leadership' of WALTER WHITE was not basically 
challenged and he maintained an iron-fist control over 
every aspect of tho deliberations. The negative features 
of the convention constituted a primo example of the 
vacillating rolo being played today by the Negro petty 
bourgoisio and of the continuing subordination of tho Negr 
workers to the bourgoisie in the Negro Liberation 
Movement, 

The programs adopted by the NAACP and other 
major Negro organizations reflect the striving for 
unity on the part of the Negro people. The fight for 
jobs and FEPC, Nogro representation and right-to-vote 
movoment in the South are indicative of unification.

'Daily Worker', the Communist newspaper. All tho old 
phrases are thoro. The name-calling has started all 
over again. Tho slanted and angled 'news' stories appear. 
The half-truths and whole lies see prints The object is to 
discredit NAACP leadership, local and national; to tear 
the Association apart through suspicion and strife; to 
take it over, if not obviously, then deviously, so as to 
control its elections, meetings, speakers, program, policy 
conventions, resolutions, and other public statements, 

"Back in the early thirties tho NAACP was on tho 
receiving end of some of the fanciest name-calling, and 
the most vicious, truth-defying nisroprescntation and 
slander that has appeared in print* The campaign was 
carried on openly by the Communist party and its various 
faithful, echoing groups. The occasion was tho famous 
Scottsboro case which began in 1931* *

not respectable, in the oyos of American Stalinists, 
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"But now everything is changed again. CO 
America is in a cold war with Russia* The American 
Communists aro busy stirring disaffection, dissension, 
r.nd unrest in every segment of American life they can 
penetrate, such as labor unions, church bodies, youth 
groups, college campuses, community organizations, and 
Negro groups, including tho NA'.CP,

ing and uninitiatod, about tho Communists 1 program on 
the Negro, Their characterization of the NAACP as 
'reformist ' reveals tho lino: they do . not believe 
American democracy can bo improved or reformed, hence 
anyone who does, who keeps alive a faith in the American 
way of life, is a criminal and a 'betrayer cf the 
people' As long as the NAACP and similar groups exist 
and push programs of reform, the Communist doctrine 
takes root slowly, if at all, in the nation's largest 
minority group. Hence the NAACP must either be 
captured or destroyed, 

"We aro not alarmed. In 1931 we -were 
bowildored b7 the utterly unscrupulous and vitriolic 
attacks which had no relation to truth* Wo know now 
that everyone who says ho is fighting for Negro rights 
is not necessarily doing so and if Scottsboro left any 
doubts, thoy were dispelled by the soil-out during the 
war. The truth is that tho American Communists fight 
only for the Soviet Russia 'line 1 and for nothing else. 
Any other contests in which they soom to bo engaged 
are merely side efforts which have been (and will be) 
played up, played down, or abandoned altogether, 
according to the party line of the hour, 

M 0ur NAACP membership, therefore, should be 
on guard against this campaign. It should remember 
that the Communists do not hesitate to lie when lies 
will serve their purpose, that thoy are masters of 
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"misrepresentation through misinterpretation, that QQ 
thoy prattle about democracy in othor organizations 
while maintaining an iron-handed non-democratic 
procedure in their own party, and that their aim is 
to use the Negro and his problems mainly in support 
of Communist party policy and only incidentally in 
support of Negro rights. 

"This does not moan the Communists should bo 
fought, as such, Thoy constitute a political party 
and have rights under the Constitution as do other 
parties. Those rights must be maintained. Free 
spocch and free assembly must bo maintained for all. 
Let them enjoy their rights in this democracy and 
push their program as well as they can in thoir own 
groups. But their campaign of infiltration, disruption, 
and destruction of other organizations such as the NAACP 
can be prevented if members will not bo deceived by 
their words, and will elect the proper officers and 
committoos, choose the right delegates to conventions^ 
attend meetings faithfully and out-vote the party 
followers, and see that the resolutions and public 
statements adopted by NAACP groups are NAACP state-* 
ments in truth, and not those of a group using our 
name for its own political purposes."

II. CP INFLUENCE AND CONNECTIONS 

The feature column "On the Way" by ABNER W, 
BERRY in the "Daily Worker" of July li* and 15, 1951;, 
page 5# column 3, is devoted to the 1^5th convention 
of the NAACP, The column of July Ik is captionod, 
"The NAACP Stays in Labor »s Corner" and the column of 
July 15 is captioned, "Tho NAACP Looks at McCarthy 
and the World 1 ' ♦ 
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The article of July Uj., 19?U reveals that OH 
the labor program adopted at tho recent U?th conven-OU 
tion of tho NAACP in Dallas, Texas was comprehensive 
and sought further to join the fight for civil rights 
with the fight for strong trado unions. The resolution 
on labor was marred only by provisions prlongirig 
the partisan feud between the CIO and tho unions that 
had been expelled in 19J+9 around the issue of the 
presidential elections. The author states that some 
of the most important provisions of the labor 
resolution were: 

1. Call to all NAACP members who are members 
of CIO, AFofL and "non-Communist independent unions 
where there is no color bar to be active and loyal 
members", 

2. Established "as a matter of fundamental 
policy" that branches engage in vigorous action to 
prevent the use of Negroes and other racial minorities 
for striking-breaking purposes during labor disputes* 

3« Support to the campaign for a guaranteed 
annual wage as being put forward more and more by 
various unions* 

Ij., Call for a federal minimum wage of 
&1.25 an hour and enlarging the coverage of the 
minimum wage law to cover all workers t 

5« Offered full support to labor unions 
in the fight to repeal or defeat state anti-labor 
laws called in some states by the namo "anti-violence" 
or "right tc work" laws. 

6. Urged a fair employment practices 
amendment to the Taft-Hartley Law. 

7. Pledges of vigorous support for 
organized labor's demand for higher wages to increase 
mass buying power* 
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8, Support to non-contributory ponsion pfj 
and retirement fund programs as part of trade unlonoU 
contracts* 

10, Call for state and local fair employment 
practices laws. 

According to the author these labor resolu- 
tions were not much different from the labor resolu- 
tions of last year. However, they indicate tho 
continuing impress of organized labor on the main 
civil rights organization among Negro Americans* 

The article also states there are 
approximately two million Negroes in organizod labor 
and tho labor program of the NAACP against the back- 
ground of these two million Negro trade unionists 
in their influence on the labor movement, brings to 
mind the thought: The fight for fullequality would be 
irresistible if the labor movement in its eritiroty had 
an active program and civil rights which matched the 
NAACP f s program for labor. 

The author opines that it would bo hard to 
defeat labor in any of its struggles if the NAACP 
labor program was actively pursued in the direction 
to collaborate with labor on a full scale basis. 
The author finally states that without the full 
cooperation of the NAACP end organized labor on the 
local level, north and south, freedom will come much more 
slowly. 

The article doted July 15, 195U states that 
the principal speeches and the resolutions of tho 
l^5th convention of tho NAACP held recently in ^Dallas* _ 
<~JFejca.a^ recognized that the criticism of the world 's 
colored people have a lot to do with the United States 
Supremo Court decision against Jim Crow in the schools. 

According to the articlo, WALTE^VHITE, 
, NAACP _Sexr.at.ary, spoke on the world monace of 
Communism and part of his recommendations are sot 
forth as follows:

"Too little attention has been paid byps 
Americans to the fact that for more than a half aj l 
,a>- century a rebellion has been growing among two-. 

thirds of the people of the world who are colored 
against the twin and related evils of racism and 
colonialism... .If for no other roason than 
enlightened solfishnoss, the white world should have 
awakened long since to the fact that long before 
the October revolution in Russia in 1917 thero was a 
bitter revolt against exportation of the raw materials 
and peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America". 

The author states that the dolegatos Ot 
the convention took a slightly different viow of 
world affairs. In dealing with "peace and imperial- 
ism 11 the dolegatos resolved: "Imperialism, the rule 
of one nation by another, either directly or through 
a satellite or subservient government, is unjust and 
a threat to world peace" and the resolution called 
for the setting up of free governments in Indo-China, 
Tunis, Morocco and other French colonies and asked 
that no American troops be sent "to Indo-China unless 
it is to protect free and sovereign governments". 



A debate developed on two paragraphs in the 
"Labor and Industry" resolutions which barrod coopera- 
tion of the NAACP with the Negro Labor Council and 
international unions expelled by the CIO. A motion 
to strike the offending paragraphs lost by a show of 
hands with about a score of delegates voting to ; 
strike. However, more than a third of the delegates 
present failed to vote either way. 

It is to be not ed that the National Negro 
Labor Council has been designated by the Attorney 
General of the United States pursuant to Executive 
Order 101|50. 

The article states that many of the delegates 
may hr.ve compromised their consciences on the anti- 
Communist soctiens of the resolutions, but as a whole 
the delegates exprossod their feelings in the anti- 
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McCarthy resolution which read in part as follows: pn 
"Under the banner of fighting Communism McCarthy ■ .jU. 
aims to lead the nation to fascism. And the document 
connected to fight against Jim Grow with the fight 
to curb the inquisition* • .guarantee, ... freedom of the 
press, speech, religion, association and political 
beliefs for all citizens". The article concludes by 
stating that the anti-Communism and foreign policy 
statements coming out of the NAACP convention was not 
as all-inclusive as the final resolutions show, Furth 
resolutions cannot reveal the direction 1^ which a 
large number of the still predominently middle-class 
delegates are moving.

NATIONAL SECTION 




It is to be noted that MARTHA STONE was arrested 
in New York City on November 1, 195^* for violation of the 
Smith Act and is presently awaiting trial at New Haven, 
Connecticut. ^ 

Salient parts of the above referenced report are 
set forth as follows: 

"The convention was undoubtedly one of the most 
significant in the history of NAACP. This was due to the 
impact of the May 17 Supreme Court decision upon the Association 
and upon all sections of Negro life and large sections of the 
white community, especially in the South. The, anti-segregation 
decisions became the point of departure for every major speaker 
and for the discussion of the delegates. Thus, an atmosphere of 
militant optimism pervaded the convention as never before. Fur- 
ther, the difficult problems involved in implementation of the 
decisions, and the challenge to work out specific programs for 
carrying the fight against segregation into other fields 
contributed to a note of seriousness in the deliberations and 
opened up in the thinking of the delegates many questions which 
the NAACP has not had to address itself to in the pas^r 
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"I also have the impression (though a detailed 
credential report was not available at conventicles .end) ■ 
that the composition of the delegates was an improvement 
over past conventions. There were 617 voting delegates, 
65 alternates and 95 fraternal delegates and observers, 
making a total of 777. So that numerically the convention 
was larger than most in the past, which have usually ranged 
between 400-500.^ 

"AIbo, a large part, probably a majority, of the 
fraternal delegates were trade unionists. There was a good- 
sized representation from auto, 16 packinghouse workers came from 
Chicago, and there were others. In addition, of course, there 
were Borne trade unionists, although I don't know how many, who 
came directly from branches as voting delegates. 

"In addition, there was an important number of 
delegates from some of the small-community branches 
especially in the south who were attending their first convention 
and are not yet committed to the policies of the leadership. 
This does not mean that all the old NAACP warhorses were not 
there - they were. But there were many indications that they 
met a sterner challenge to their leadership than any time since 
1950. But more of that later. W 

"Another major positive feature of the convention 
was the strong current of anti-McCarthyism. This sentiment 
was more pronounced than last year and resulted in what in my 
opinion is the strongest anti-McCarthy resolution adopted by 
any Negro people's organization to date. And, as we shall see, 
this resolution was passed in face of the most determined 
effort on the part of reactionary forces in the convention to 
defeat it. ^ 

"Furthermore, there was the usual healthy anti- 
bureaucracy sentiment of the rank and file delegates which ' 
found many opportunities to express itself in opposition to the 
railroading of measures, the handling of the chair, the 
curtailing of discussion, etc.o^ 
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C'J. 

"Now, with regard to the major negative facti 
in the convention: the rash of red-baiting on the part i 
the leadership was unprecedented and more vicious than previously. 
Not, one single major speaker at the mass meetings did not red- , 
bait, "tto, that's a mistake - the single exception was Dr. 
Theodore ci^/less, the American-Pirster from Chicago who did not j 
•edbait in his speech accepting the Spingarn Award.) channing 
>bias began with a keynote speech which, for political depth, 
w&£ on a level lower than juvenile. He began by ranking the 
Supreme Court decision with 'The Declaration of Independence, 
the Federal Constitution with its amendments, and the Emanclpa-' > 
tion. 1 Then he invoked the spirit of Booker T. and the 'Atlanta 
Compromise' by quoting as follows from his own speech to the 
NAACP May 22 Atlanta meeting: 'Let it not be said of us that 
we took advantage of a sweeping victory to drive hard bargains 
or to impose unnecessary hardships upon those responsible for 
working out the details of compliance.' 

"Then he got down to his real business of the 
evening. He said: 'As has never been true before in the 
history of our Organization, we must see the fight for rights 
of Negro Americans as part of a world struggle for freedom. 1 
There wsb spontaneous applause at this point, and there is no 
doubt that the audience had in mind a conscious alliance of 
the struggle for Negro liberation with the struggles of 
colonial peoples in Asia and Africa for independence. However, 
almost before the applause died down Tobias went into a potot by 
point support of U. S~. foreign policy and the reaction of the 
audience was one of silence and bewilderment. He said: 

" 'During the past year the situation has worsened 
considerably. The menacing cloud of communism 
continues to darken the International sky. The Issues 
involving Korea are still unresolved. The struggle 

in Indo-China grows more desperate with every passing / 

day. The Geneva Conference has been declared a / 
j failure. The government of the Union of South Africa ^Oi 
/ continues its apartheid campaign. The c ommun 1s t ^^Q cW' 
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infiltration of Guatemala is about to precipitat 
a civil war that may have serious consequences 
for the western hemisphere. In such a world as 
this we rightly insist that America cannot afford 
the expensive luxury of racial discrimination. At 
the same time we must make it emphatically clear that 
Negro Americans are undivided in their allegiance 
to the United States of America as it engages in 
mortal combat with the enemies of the free world. 1 

"This was followed immediately by a discussion 
of 'The communist Menance within our Borders.' Tobias said: 

" 'Let no one deny or take lightly the existence 
of a communist conspiracy in the United States. Enough 
has been brought to light in recent years to show that there 
is a persistent though small group of men and women in this 
country, who are attempting to blast at the "rock of ages" 
of our national structure. They do not hesitate to lie, or 
steal, or even kill, if by so doing they can accomplish the 
ends dictated by their foreign masters. 

" ! It is no secret that communists have tried 
to infiltrate our ranks and get control of some of 
our branches. It is also true that they have been 
decisively defeated in their efforts. (Some applause 
For this is one protest organization that makes its 
fight for equal rights on the basis of American 
principles and ideals, and within the American 
system. Nevertheless we must be ever vigilant to 
detect and expose by orderly methods those who 
parade as sheep but inwardly are ravening wolves, 
whose only purpose is to destroy. 1

Bureau Interest in NAACP : 

The Bureau has been receiving reports re communist infiltration 
into the NAACP since 1941. These reports have been submitted by 
practically every field office in the Bureau. The reports reflect that 
the CP, through the years, has attempted to infiltrate, dominate and 
control the NAACP. The party has been successful in controlling 
isolated local chapters but has been unable to control the organisation 
on a state or national level. 

Position of NAACP re Communism : 

The NAACP at its 41st National Convention, held in Boston, 
June, 1950, went on record as opposing Communism and empowered its board 
of directors to revoke the charter of any chapter found to be Communist 
controlled.

Memorandum for Mr* L* 7* Boardnan I 

Bureau Efforts to Combat Intensification by CP to In&**trate NAACP: 

In the November, 1953, edition of "Political Affairs," a 
monthly theoretical organ of the CP, an article appeared outlining 
the CP's new line with regard to infiltrating the NAACP. 

m view of this concerted effort by the Party to infiltrate 
the NAACP, a letter dated 2/10/54 was sent to all field offices 
advising that the CP was meeting with some success in its effort to 
infiltrate the NAACP; however, this success was confined to local 
chapters, notably in the New Haven and Newark areas* 

The Bureau, to d isoharge its responsib ilities, instructed 
.the field to be alert to any infiltration on a national or local level* 
\The investigation was to be discreet and limited to contact with 
[reliable sources* All offices were advised that the Bureau was not 
{investigating the NAACP itself but the Communist infiltration into it* 
Instructions were issued that the Bureau and the New York Office were 
to be aivi&ed svery six months as to the situation in each field 
division* (61-3176-669) 

Since this Bureau letter of 2/10/54, our investigation has 
again established the relentl essness of the CP in efforts to infiltrate 
the many nationwide chapters of the NAACP* All Negro Party members 
| have been instructed to join NAACP chapters to exert their influence 
| in NAACP programs* local chapters in some localities, e.g., Chicago, 
have been penetrated to the extent that CP members have become 
officers of these chapters* However, most chapters, as well as the 
national office, are acutely aware of the constant attempt on the part 
of the CP to dominate these local groups and are actively combatting 
the Communists in their efforts* 

CP Agitation in the Ewnett Till Case: 

In various memoranda during September. 1955, the Attorney 
General was advised of the agitational activities of the CP, USA, in 
connection with the death of Bmett Louis Till, a fourteen- year old 
Negro youth from Chicago who was allegedly murdered in Mississippi 
in August, 1955* 

The NAACP has taken a most aggressive stand in this case and 
has sponsored numerous rallies and meetings in protest of the death 
of Till and the conduct of the trial in Mississippi*

In essence, he was elected by the Board of Directors of the organisation 
to succeed the late Walter White. ffe was never investigated by the 
Bureau although approximately 400 references to him appear in Bureau 
files. Review of these data indicates Wilkins in the 1930s and early 
1940s tended to adhere to the CP line but since then he appears to be

2. Thurgood Marshall, Special counsel. 

A summary memorandum re Marshall was prepared on 12/15/50. 
Marshall has been Special Counsel of the MAACP since at least 1946.

"The third section of the resolution horded 
1 Non-Cooper: tion with Communist-Controlled Unions,' 
■pc^f^irms the Association' s 'official policy that no 
branch or state conference of tne M.A.A.C.F. will 
endorse, participate in, or cooper* - tv, with Communist- 
controlled unions or with unions dominated by under- 
world raclte tecring elements.' It irrk.;s clerr that 
reference 13 'particularly ... to tnose international 
unions expelled from org'- ni zed labor .'or beiug under 
Corn-nun is t c ontrol or under racl;. tearing c - uitrol and 
still under that control;:-'; rnd asserts tar t support 
given to or accepted from such unions 'will not help 
but rather will hind -r our efforts to win rd opt ion of 
our program.' .Several delog/ t-3 expressed vigorous 
oppos ition to thi" statement of poll cy ; but it was 
rdopted by rn overwhelming mr jority — and without any 
really substantial d»_-b'. tj. 

Emphasis here rdded. 
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"As reported out by the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, the wording of this ban on cooperation with 
tno independent unions expelled fro:.i CJ.O. is 
identical with that of the 195k Convention r.solution-- 
with two significant exceptions. First, this year's 
resolution, by r.dding the qualification ' . . .and still 
under that (i.e., Communist) control,' seemingly opens 
the door to N.A.A.C.P, cooperation with formerly brnned 
unions which hnvo effected mergers with other, 
politicrlly more acceptable , inturnr.tionr Is , Second, 
the 195U Convention resolution stated th< r t 'the 
prohibition a :ainst working with Communist-controlled 
unions s nr. 11 also include the Nrtional N /jro L^bor 
Council, because it is completely Communist-dominated..,' 
but this item was left out of the Resolution Committee's 
report at the 1955 Convention. Upon being queried about 
this omission, the Chairman of the Committee explained 
that it was deliberate, based on 'advice of counsel'; 
and when pressed for further explanation, he stated that 
the provision might be construed by the courts as 
'libelous.' On motion from the floor, and rgsin with 
only inconsequential protest, the prohibition gainst 
cooperation with N.N.L.C. was incorporated in the 
resolution. 

"Thus, N.A.A.CP. again embraced as its own 

the C.I.O. policy of opposition to the expelled in- 
dependent unions. In so doing, it once more endorsed 
the Eig Lie now incorporated in the Erownell-Butler 
provisions of the Communist Control Act, about whicn 
even the an ti- Communist sections of the labor movement 
are becoming increasingly concerned. 

"It is doubtful that a score of the voting 
delegates at the convention could name the unions 
proscribed by this resolution, or thot they had any 
real interest in the trtde-union policy strug-le which 
lies at the root of this question. They voted for the 
resolution because it was proposed by leaders in whom 







"they have confidence, rud because they had no special 
r^rjon fur opposing it — especially in the niti- 
Communist political climate or this period. The 
leaders of the Association wore probably motive ted 
chiefly by a desire to hold firm their close relations 
with C.I.O.--ovon at the expense of a truly independent 
nolicy for N.A.A.C.P. But it seems to this ooserver 
thit a dispute which arises within the renks of l'bor and 
which does not involve issues of N^-gro rights should be 
fought out in the labor movement, not in tho orgrniza- 
tions of the Negro people. The N.A.A.C.P- would bo well 
advised to end its intervention in this intrr.-labor 
conflict, because such intervention represents only a 
drag on the whole Negro freedom movement 

"There wrs very little discussion at Atlantic 
City of the Cold \'rr erosion of the Eill of Rights or of 
the struggle for pepec; but the Convention did rdopt, 
with little or no debate, r series of significant 
resolutions on these questions* The policies asserted 
frc, for the most part, progressive; but there rre rlso 
important limits tions--and they on. rat., to weaken the 
Association's advanced position in the fight for Negro 
democratic rights. 

"There are sever.?. 1 notably progressive 
policy stctcrnents in the civil lib .rtios field. The 
resolution on Academic Freedom, foi* example , opposes 
r any and all efforts to suppress freedom of thought and 
objective learning,' and particularly condemns 'the 
discharge of teachers on the br. sis of charges by "nameless 
informers B " » Tho resolution on the Federal Security- 
Loyalty program demands 'thrt all pursons accused of being 
a security risk shall hnve th, right to !-.tio*.-j the nature of 
.the charges chains t them, ta. source of the chrrges and 
the right to be confronted by the accuser and to cross- 
examine the witnesses aga in. c : t them. ' and c ond emns as 
'odious' the Federal Government's use of 'paid professional 
informers , ' 

"Tnc resolution on Congressional Investigations 
asserts that 'many innocent persons havu been chrr^od with 

CONFIPfcin 
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"'treasonable cr subversive conduct rnd giv^n no 
opportunity to l:now the evidence -gr in::t tht.ni or to 
defend themselves or their r^put^.tion with the consequent 
Iocs of their employment , ' end calls 'on the Congress rnd 
the legislatures of the several states to uncct rules of 
•\- ir play' for the conduct of such investigations. The 
resolution on the McCarran-i/Jaltor Anti- Immigrr tion Act 
cells 'for revision, to eliminate the national origins 
quota system and other racist-based provisions, end to 
liberalize its procedures in accordance with fair and 
equal treatment for nil immigrants and prospective 
immigrants • ' 

"The Convention was silent, hnw.v.r, on the 
civil liberties violations entailed by th^ Smith Act, 
the McCarrrn Intern-1 Security Act of 19^0, r:nd the 
Communist Control Act of 195*+ • Moreover, in formal en- 
dorsement of the Big Lie wh5 cli operate s as the premise 
for precisely those violations of civil liberties which 
the Association condemns, the Convention again adopted, 
without discussion, its resolution reaffirming 'our re- 
jection of Communism as an anti- den ocr a tic wry of life,' 
end calling on all brrnches 'to be constantly alert agrinst 
attempt 3 of Communists and their sympathizers . . . to in- 
filtrot^ and gain control of any units of our organization. ' 

"The Convention also shied auay from certain key 
issues on which, with little dangor of rppearinr ' tco pro- 
gressive,' it might well hr vo advanced its position on the 
question of civil liber tie s , For uxnnpl* , th e Supremo 
Court declaration that the right to travel abroad' is a 
'natural right' was handed down during the early days of 
the Convention, and hps subsequently been used by several 
Negro newspapers as the basis for editorial demands that 
Paul Robeson be granted ; p s p or t . Also, shortly before the 
Convention, Federal Judg e Villi am H. Has tie, a member of 
N.A.A.C.P.'s Gallon' 1 1 Board of Directors, wrote an historic 
dissenting opinion iJiich exposes the fraud inherent in the 
imprisonment of Communists f or alleged vl ola tion of tho 
Smith Act, But the Convention ignored both of the ex 
ques t ions ; rnd a t the same 1 ime it gave c on for t to tho ma in

"Evuii so, it is important to note that the pro- 
ceedings of this Convention wore markedly fret- of red- 
baiting, either from th~ platform or from the floor. In 
shr.rp contrast to the 195U/^rH^s Convention — which featured 
v-'yijiont rnti -Communism from the keynote "ddross of C banning 
Tobias to the concluding .speeches of Ralph Duncho and Writer 
White — not one national le .dor of tho Association made a 
red-baiting sn ech at' ;.tlrntic City; and tho re wr3 extremely 
little of it from tho delegates. Tnis fret, coupled with 
the no solution Qam^ittoe ' s deliberate omission of r rocom- 
mendrtion for non-coepcrrtioij with the National Negro Labor 
Council, suggests thM the N.A.A.C.P. lcr dership may be 
t aking r second look c t tho contr r die t ion b etween its 
g' n t-'Uv r dvrncod position on civil libortios r nd its 
endorsement of the Big Lie of ; nti-Communism 

"As with certain key questions in the civil 
liberties field, tho Conv • .ntion did net di" c u 33 or t ake 
< r ny action on such concrete issues in tho fight for peace 
as tho s.i tuation around Formosa, the scatin ^ o^ China in 
th;. United Nations, the unification of Germany or the 
banning of nuclear weapons, 

"One gets the impression that th-. N.A.A.C.P. is 
following a 1 c - uti ous ' ;nd rather 3 )r ortunist policy in 
th;-sc fields, Whereas the Association s :urt«T r bold and 
independent position in tho fight for civil, rights — which 
it properly regards rs its main business--it ■ cts with 
rooming deference to the Eisenhower A canini strati on on 
questions of civil liberty - nd foreign policy, especially 
the latter. Whore special r Negro interests ' are directly 
involved, E.A.A.C.P. tends to assert rdvaneed policies, 
even critical of the Adminis-tr- tion. But on many other 
'hot' issues it tends to remain sile-nt, or to irr ke general 
gestures of obeisance to th:. powers that bu--]"rgely 'for 
the record. '

"In the first place, it is clear th: t N.A.A.C. P. is 

determined to prose the fight for Negro democratic rights in 
a big way, especially ar ound the schools question, jobs, 
housing, and the right to vote in the South. Moreover, 
while continuing to rely he-rvily upon its talented lawyers and 
the courts, the Assooiatlon is giving important new emphasis 
to organized legislative i ction focused on Congress and to 
irrss people's strug^l* s in th e local communities. The further 
development of its program .-long these lines will surely cn- 
hrnce the ■ ff ectivenoss of N.A.A.C. P. as, without question, 
tho foremost civil rights organization of the Negro people, 

"Second, the growth of N.A.A.C. P. membership seems 
tc lag considerably behind its potential! ti ~a and needs, 
especially when one considers the dynamic program, the 
counting prestige rnd the difficult tasks ref]ect,d at this 
Convention. The current m.-mb-.r 'hin of around 1^0,000 is very 
substantial; but it is little iti..i',' than half the totel of a 
decade ago, rnd the decline is only partial ly oxplrined by 
the increase of t :o m^mb^rship fee, 

"It would oeem to be quite possible to build an 
N.A.A.C, P. of !» ,000,000 or more members under tho objective 
conditions of this period; but to do so will require a more 
thoroughly democratic policy in thj conduct of the Assoc ia- 
tion*s affairs thr n was reflected at t he Convention, The 
rules of procedure, for ,x' i^L, seriousl,, limited narticipa- 
tion from the floor, with but lj ttlo of thM t full rnd rounded 
discussion and <.~ob-to essential for iiaximum understanding of 
the Association's program and enthusiasm for building the 
organization. This Con/ention, liku its uredeCes ;or:;, was 
tightly controlled from the top. 

"In this connection, there- wen. r:any evidences at 
the Convention that the development of youth work is being 
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"seriously n^gle eted--if not 1 ctivoly disco urrged--by 
larders of the ..nscci' tion. Yet, consider ing the in- 
cr,.rjing ferment among young people on r wide r-nge of ^ 
social questions, there is no doubt thr t I 1 ] .;i . C . A. , with 
little effort, could build r vital and cxt^n.'sivo network 
of youth councils rnd college chapters, -nd thus gre^ tly 
stimulate the growth of the Associrtiou rnd enhance its 
effectiveness generally . 

"N.A.A..C.P can built into a iTmch 3 arger rnd 
far more powerful civil rights organization; - nd the tasks 
it now f ace s urgently require thr t this b ^ done • The main 
thing needed, in the opini on of this observer, is for leaders 
of the Association to unlcr :h the initiative of its many mem- 
bers r-rid supporters below, ~ rid to raj. 3 7 them in truly mass 
struggles for the achievement of its a,o-ls. 

"Third, the C onventi on r : gi stored r radical 2nd very 
important snift of the ..ssoci-tion away from suoport of the 
Eisenhower Administration -nd toward •; ; ,ore indooendent course 
in domestic affairs • 

"Certainly, the Atlantic City Convention reve-led 

0 definite stiffening of the Association's -ttitude toward 
the President and the G.O.F.; °nd it was accompanied by 
sharp criticism of the compromising northern Lemocrr ts in 
Congress . There was no cl^ar Indication of th,, Dresent 
orientation of N.A.A.C.P. le • dv_rs toward th coming national 

0 1 e c t i on s ; but if th^y imp 1 « inu nt t he Convention* r j call f or 
vigorous independent politics! action curia.'- the next fif- 
teen months, th.y will surALy contribute . rjch to the electoral 
strength of the democratic force", in 19^C. 

"fourth, the Convention reaffirmed ■ nd in some re- 
spects strengthened the '.a>a oc iati on 1 .3 c-lrerdy progress ivo 
policy on civil liberties — e .specially .around" the security - 
loyalty question and the Government's use of paid informers; 
and it made som.. slight steps forward on th. Question of 
foreign policy--not«- bly in relation to the A.s Lan-, t frican 
Conference and the Geneva meeting of the 'Big Pour.' 
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"The continuing serious limitat.! ons of thu Asso- 
ciation's policy in thest fields nust bo understood cnicfly 
ns a reflection of the present relatione of forces in our 
country. On tlu question of » anti-Communism, » for example, 
it would heve been unrealistic to suppose that a n ? explicit 
ci'.f-nge of position could be registered rt At' 1 antic City, 
rtli.iiough the Negro people , boc?.u30 of their own oppress ion, 
do tend to be n or o sensitive than the g e- n e r a 1 population to 
r ll kinds of undemocratic nu^surcs, still, given today's 
political climate, we could hardly expect the N.A.A.C.P. now 
to undertake a 1 a sk whi ch uven the la bor mo Yemen t thu;; f c r .

"Fifth, the Atlantic City Convention re-'.mohc s ized 
the fret thrt N.A.A.C.P. is the key to building the Negro- 
labor alliance.

SYNOPSIS OF FACTS:

III. ASSEMBLY AIMS 

The DW*, issue of October 31, 1955, previously referred to, 
reflects that one of the Conference aims was to be the expression to 
Congress of the overwhelming desire of the American people for the 
enactment of civil rights legislation. 



The pamphlet, "Congress Must Act — CSi Civil Rights," 
published by the LCCR, and dated December, 1955, •**» f*rtk the 
aims as "The Civil^RTghts Worksheet for 1956," and lists the fol- 
lowing eight points: 

"1. Set up an effective Federal FEPC to prevent discrimi- 
nation in employment. 
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"2. Hake Federal funds for education, housing, and wel- 
fare available only to those programs and projects that comply 
with Constitutional bars against segregation and other forms 
of discrimination. r * ■■ 

"3. Make lynching and other assaults by public officials 
or private citizens, acting either in concert or individually, 
on persons or property because of race, color, religion or 
national origin, a Federal crime. 

"4. Wipe out interference with the right to register or 
vote in primary or general Federal elections, and abolish the 
poll tax. 

"5. Create a Civil Rights Division within the Department 
of Justice, headed by an Assistant Attorney General, with 
authority to protect civil rights in all sections of the country. 

"6. Establish a permanent Federal Commission on Civil 
Rights to make continuous appraisals and to re commend action 
with respect to civil rigits problems. 

"7. Eliminate remaining segregation and other forms of 
discrimination in interstate travel. 



"8. Establish majority rule in the Senate and House of 
Representatives. 

This pamphlet also carries a section, "Getting Action 
by Congress," which informs the readers as to how they should 
get Congressmen to act on the eight points and the action they 
should take to get these eight points enacted. 



The EW*, issue of February 3, 1956, previously referred 
to, states regarding the Conference, March 4- 6, 1956, in Washington, 
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"We intend to buttonhole Congressmen and aemand passage of measures, 
especially bills to protect the individual and the rigrt to vote. 
These two problems have been highlighted by the Mississippi situation 
The article went on to state that it was also intended to ask more 
power for the Justice Department in dealing with civil rights matters 
and that the civil lights section of the Justice Department be given 
broad powers and additional personnel, as a full-fledged Division 
of the Department of Justice. 

The DW*, issue of February 8, 1956, in an article, n 8- 
Point Program Drawn Up for Mass Civil Rigits Lobby in Capital," 
states that Congress would be urged by acre than 2,000 delegates 
from Negro, labor, church, fraternal, and people's organizations 
on March 4-6, 1956, to enact at eight point legislative program 
on civil rigits. According to ROI W ILK INS, who called the mobili- 
zation, the 51 sponsoring organizations would ask for an eight point 
program which was set out in the article, and which eight points, 
with slight variations, were the same eight points as set forth 
in the pamphlet, "Congress Must Act — On Civil Rights." 
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The "Evening Star," newspaper, issue 

of March 5, 1956, in an article, "1500 Delegates Back Civil Rights 
Campaign, 1 ' reflected that 1500 delegates frost 3d states converged 
on Members of Congress to petition for prompt civil rights legis- 
lation, in line with demands of the NAACP, which was described by 
yj ROY WILKINS as an eight point program emphasizing the protection 
of the individual.

civil rights march on Washington in January, 1956, This leaflet 
stated that the lynching of EMMETT TILL spurred the demands for 
all civil rights action to be placed before t he Congress.

The EW*, issue of February 3, 1956, previously referred to, 
reflects that representatives from Congressional Districts throughout 
the country, estimated at 2500 people, would gather in Washington 
for a civil rights mobilization March 4 - 6, 1956, It was announced 
by ROY WILKINS, Chairman of the LCCR, that registration would be 
held on March 4, that the opening mass meeting would be held at the 
Interdepartmental Auditorium, and all other sessions were to be held 
at the Willard Hotel. WILKINS reportedly stated that the mobilization 
was spurred by. the upsurge of protest against EMMETT LOUIS TILL's 
and other murders in Mississippi and the rise of "White Citizens' 
Council" racism in Southern areas. The emphasis was to be placed 
on getting the widest "grass roots" representation from across the 
nation and, wherever possible, the Conference would seek to hold 
meetings on a Congressional District basis, from which representatives 
to the Conference would be chosen. The delegates were to be from 
the 51 member organizations, except those who could be certified 
by Conference agencies.

The question of what action 
should be taken was put in a resolution which indicated 
that even though the NAACP has examined to some extent 
the effectiveness of the passive non-violent resistance

The convention action in postponing decision 
on non-violent passive resistance registered the fact 
that, on thiB issue, t he groupings Which make up the mo re 
resistant at-.fl rn^,|tf1fi a11 y Con^ervaUvfi trend.

The 1942 report of the Sub-committee 
Relative to the Public Education System of the City

"Thereafter, the union was used solely 
as a vehicle for Party line propaganda, and revolution- 
ary agitation, until, as a result of the labors of 
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"persons in the teaching profession following the 
revelation of this Committee, the members of the 
AFT revoked the charters of Local 5 and 537 in 
19^1 by referendum, on the ground that these locals 
were under the control of the Communist Party and 
had consistently engaged in practices inimical to 
democracy, "

In setting forth the members and officers of the 
NAACP in this report, they were characterized, as to their CP 
affiliation only when there was. evidence, of CP membership or 
substantial information indicating CP membership. 

It is noted that many of the officers and members 
of this organization are civic leaders, professional men, 
ministers, politicians, labor leaders and people generally 
active in Negro affairs. The Cleveland files indicate that 
the CP has from time to time attempted to influence these 
people, to secure their support and in several instances - 
supported these individuals in political campaigns. Some 
co-operated to a limited extent on issues such as cost of 
living conferences, peace mobilizations, political campaigns, 
etc., apparently because they were popular issues or because 
they thought it was to their personal advantage to do so. 
Several of these individuals, although co-operative at one 
time, were subsequently reported to be opposed to the CP or 
communism. r 

For example the files indicate that some of these 
persons have been on CP mailing lists, the names of some have 
appeared on CP petitions for public office; some participated 
to a limited extent in Progressive Party affairs; in 19^, two 
prominent Negroes participated in panel discussions on Negro 
History at the Ohio School for Social Science which has been 
cited by the Attorney General; several were active in the 
National Lawyers Guild in past years; one, CHARLES H. LOEB, 
a Republican candiate for United States Congressman in 195°* 
solicited and accepted CP support in his political campaign; 
some participated to a limited extent in the National Negro 
Congress; several attended public gatherings, such as the

"JUDGE DUNAGAN also ordered the NAACP. chartered in 
New York to pay a franchise tax which the state alleged it 
owed because it was a foreign corporation.

Circuit Judge WALTER B. JONES when the NATIONAL ASSOCIATION 
FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF COLORED PEOPLE (NAACP) refused to 
produce in court a list of its members in Alabama. This 
article details that Alabama Attorney General JOHN PATTERSON 
had requested this list for use in a hearing on a_ temporary 
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injunction which Judge JONES had granted on June l f 1956 at 
PATTERSON *s request, which banned NAACP activities in Alabama.

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The "Dallas Star Poet," a Negro newspaper published in 
Dallas, Texas, in the Issue of May 9» 1957, reflected that on 
September 20, 1956, JOHN BEN SHEPPERD, Texas Attorney General, 
filed a suit against the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) in the 7th Judicial District Court at 
Tyler, Texas, to prohibitive NAACP from further engaging In its 
legal business affairB jfctfi Texas. Acting upon these claims this 
newspaper stated, the 'former Attorney General, JOHN BEN SHEPPERD, 
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claimed that the NAACP had violated the laws of this state, where- 
upon Judge OTIS DUNAGAN Issued a temporary restraining order against 
the NAACP, and later enlarged the restraining order Into a temporary 
injunction. The effect of this was to tie up the affairs of the 
NAACP in the state, and close all of Its branch offices for an In- 
definite period. The ultimate purpose of the suit was to drive the 
NAACP out of the state for good, this paper indicated. 

The paper continued that in the original suit, the state 
asked among other things, that the court Issue a declaratory Judg- 
ment in which it would properly Interpret the laws of Texas with 
respect to the NAACP and Its rights to continue to carry on its 
business in the state. It was the request by the state that give 
rise to the permanent injunction issued by the court. 

The paper continued that in its injunction, the court 
directed the NAACP to refrain from the following: 

Engaging in the practice of law 

That it may not for its own benefit or with the intent 
to distress or harass the defendant, willfully in- 
stitute or encourage the bringing of law suits in 
violation of the laws of the state 
That the NAACP may not solicit law suits for filing 
and it may not solicit persons to file law suits in 
Texas 

That it may not hire or pay anyone to file a law 
suit in Texas 

That it may not engage in political activities in 
the state contrary to the laws of the state, and 
It may not engage in lobbying activities contrary 
to the laws of the state. 

This newspaper stated that no corporation, either the 
NAACP or any other corporation may lawfully engage in the practice 
of law in Texas. It further stated that no corporation may law- 
fully do any of these things listed above and from which the NAACP 
Is restrained from doing; therefore, the newspaper continued, all 
the NAACP haB been enjoined from doing are things which it may not 
do lawfully anyway. So, the NAACP has lost no right as a corpora- 
tion that it had before the suit was filed. TheBe thingB were un- 
lawful before the suit was filed, and they are unlawful now. The 
NAACP contends that it has never engaged in these activities in the 
past, and that it will not engage in them in the future, this paper 
stated. The paper concluded, therefore, that the NAACP had lost 
nothing in this suit. 

.2. CONFWNTMi 
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Attorneys W. J. DURHAM and C. B. BUNKLEY, JR., who rep- 
resented the NAACP in this suit, were quoted by the paper as having 
said that they could see no Justifiable reason for an appeal from 
the ruling of the Tyler court because nothing had been lost by the 
decree. The NAACP is back in business, these attorneys were quoted 
as saying, and it is permitted to do all that it has ever done in 
the past. If the NAACP has engaged in any of the prohibited acti- 
vities, it was wrong in doing so, this paper stated, but the long 
history of the NAACP supports the contention that the NAACP always 
operated within the framework of the law. If this be so, the new- 
paper reflected, "and it appears that it is so, then the NAACP has 
lost nothing as a result of the suit." The court held as a matter 
of law that the NAACP is a non-profit making organization and that 
as such, it is not permitted by law to have a permit to do business 
in the state. This is a" direct rejection of the state's contention 
that the NAACP is a profit-making organization and was, therefore, 
subject to strict corporate control by the state, this newspaper 
said. 

The "Dallas Morning News," Dallas, Texas, dated May 9, 
1957, reflected that District Judge DUNAGAN on May 8, 1957, had 
issued a permanent injunction order against the NAACP in Texas, 
and all of its affiliated organizations. The order does not mean 
that the NAACP is completely outlawed, this article stated; how- 
ever, it points out that the defendant organizations have no lawful 
rights under the laws of Texas, and are permanently enjoined from: 




1. Engaging In the practice of law or financing a suit 
in which they have no direct interest. 

2. Engaging in political activities or in lobbying 
activities contrary to the state laws. 
Soliciting law suits, either directly or indirectly. 
Hiring or paying any litigants to present, maintain 
or prosecute a law suit. 



Judge DUNAQAN held that the Texas State Conference of 
Branches and the Southwest Regional Conference of the NAACP and 
the 111 individual branches named in the suit are integral parts 
of the parent organization, and subject to its direction and con- 
trol. 

The order also held that the NAACP which has done business 
in Texas since 1915, according to this newspaper, is a non-profit 
making organization, and as such, is not required to obtain a state 
permit but "under the law is required to file franchise tax reports 
or returns and to pay franchise taxes for the privilege of operating 
as a corporation." The NAACP was ordered to pay all accrued franchise 
taxes plus interest and penalties within 30 days after the amount 
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due the state Is determined. Failure to comply will mean the 
forfeiture of the right to do business In Texas. There is the 
further stipulation that all NAACP branches permit an examina- 
tion of their books, records and accounts upon written request 
from the Attorney General' s office. The court decreed that the 
NAACP' s Legal Defense and Educational Fund, Inc., one of the 
defendants, is now completely divorced from the parent organiza- 
tion, but subject to the same restrictions. The NAACP, accord- 
ing to this newspaper, promptly filed notice of appeal when this 
court order was handed down. All activities of the NAACP were 
halted last fall by a temporary Injunction and the trial Just 
ended was, according to the newspaper, to determine whether the 
injunction was to be made permanent. The court made it clear 
that the NAACP could continue to function in Texas as long as 
it complies with the laws of Texas and the terms of this in- 
junction .
